This 
prov'd fo effectual, that in about 20 Days © 
ufe of this Poultefs, which they applied freth | 
every Day, I was perfectly cured ; except | 
only a Weaknefs in that Knee, which re= 
maind long after, and a Benummednefs - F 


_ which I fometimes find init to this Day. Yets 


they were not altogether fo kind in other re- | 
_ {pects ; for fome of them look’d on us very | 
feyrvily, throwing green Plantains to us, as 
we fat cringing and | fhivering, as you would 
Bones to a Dos.

To this end they held frequent Confultations 
how . they fhould difpofe of us: Some were 
for killing us, others for keeping us among 
them, and others for carrying us to the Spa- 
wiards,. thereby to ingratiate themfelves with 
them. But the greateft partof them mortal-

{oon laid afide ;, and theycameto this Refo- 
lution, To forbear doing any thing to us, till 
fo much time were expir'd as they thought 


a Friends, whom our Men had taken with 
ithem as Guides to the North Sea-Coaft ; and 
this, as they computed would be 10 Days, 
reckoning it up to us on their Fingers, 

The Time was now almoft expir'd, and 
‘having no News of the Guides, the Ivdians 
began to fufpec& that our Men had. either 
murther’d them, or carried them away with 
them’sand feenrd refolv'd thereupon to deftroy 
lus. To this end they prepared a great Pile 
of Wood to burnus, on the roth Day; and 
told us what we mutt truft to when the Sun
